Jick was Eltablifi’d, which ‘s, when the Year is diaw- 
ing to an end to make out a general Lift and Efti- 
mace of the Preparations and Charges, which tre Cir- 
cuinftances of Timés and Affiirs may iequire che follow- 
ing Year for the Security and Incereft of che State, and 
for promoting the welfare of their good Subjests ; and to 
fend a general Petition to the Provineesin the Union,for 
all thofe neceifary Preparations and Charges; the faid 
Council not to be wanting to this their accuftom’d Du- 
ty, have at this time deliberated and agreed ‘fooner 
than ufual ontheir faid general Calalation and Peti- 
tion; becaufe the State being ftill engag’d in a burthen- 
fome War againft the Crown of France and its Adhe- 
rents, and the Campaign, tho’ ended late this Year, be- 
ing neceffarily to be open’d again very Early the enfu- 
ing Spring, the intermediate Time ought to be ma- 
nag’d with the greatcft Applic. tion ; Care being to be 
taken about many things that cannot be provided with- 
cout much Pains and Diligence, and it being of the ut- 
moft Importance to the common Cafe to prevent the 
Enemy. 
Now the more clearly to make appear, high and mighty 
Lords,what Efforts are nece‘fary to be mace for continu- 
ing the War the enfuing Year, and conf{equen ly what 
Funds are requifite for Defraying the Charge thereof,the 
Council have judg’d it proper to offer the two fullow- 
ing Points to your Consideration; firft, what Succeiles 
the Arms of your High Mightineies and your Allies 


‘have obtain’d fince the Beginning of this War, and 


in what. Manner ;. fecondly, what Ufe ought, to be 
made of thofe Succeffes, for procuring by the Blefing 
of God, afloon as may be, a good and firm Peace : 
Which two things will naturally fhew the Neceflity 
of the great Demands made in this geneia! Petition for 
the Year. 1707 ; to provide for, and make good the 
Eftablithment and Eftimates of which Petition , the 
Confent of the Lords the States of the refpeQive Uni- 
ted Provinces is requir’d out of Hand. 

As for the Succefles in this War, tho’ through the 
Goodnefs of God fiom time to time they have been 
Profperous, and in fome Parts where the Allies have 
had Engagements with the Enemy , have been very 
great and furprizing ; yet thote Succeiles were not 


_ gain’d. without very great Difliculties, Toil, and Ha- 


zad, and when gain’d , were often interrupted by 
crofs Occurrences, ard follow’d by unlucky Turns 
of Affairs. This Truth is fully evident from the E- 
vents of every Year of this War. In 1702, when the 
War was begun in thefe Parts, as. it was before 
in Italy, the Enemy were indeed diflodg’d from the 
Frontiers of this State along the Rhine and the Macze, 
by the taking of Keyferfwart, matt of the Towns 
and Forts in the Spanith Gelderland, and Leige ; and 
the Expedition by Sea again Spain, after much Loi- 
tering and fruitlefs Attempts about Cadix , was no 
Jefs advantagioutly thau luckily terminated at Vigo. But 
in the mean time we were not without Apprehention 
and Danger from the Enemy’s Attempts on the fide 
of Nimeguen and Hult, and the Stare was oblig’d 
for its beter Security to take more Troops into Ser- 


vice, befides the Recruits and Levies that were al- 


ready made. Thefe Progreffes and Eiforts putting 
the Enemy wfoa recruiting their ofd Troops and rai- 


new, eftablifhing great Magazines oa their Fron- 
‘tiers, and making all manner of Preparations to ren- 


der themfelves Superiour in Arms to the Allies in 


-ajl Parts, your High Mightineffes, with Her Maje- 


fty the Queen of Great Britain, found it neceMary in 


1703 to augment your Forces with 20cco. Men more: 
-And tho’ the Military Operations on this Side were 


not unprofperous that Year, particularly oa the Low.

tugal and the Duke of Savoy came into the G 
Alliance ; yetthe Affurs of the hiigh Allies gales 
go fo fuccefsfully in other Parts IM the Netherlands 
about Mzeftriche and Ancwerp we found our telves in 
very great Davger; and in Germany the ki emy had 
fo great a Sepesioricy, what with their own and their 
Confederates Forces, that early in the Spring, even 
before che Winter was well over, they pais’d the 
Rhise, and meking themfelves Maflers of Fort Kehl 
aid ocher Plices thercabours, march’d through very 
dificult ond barren Ways to the Danube, pur che two 
a‘jaseac and noc the leaft Circles of the Empire, and 
Arch-dukedom of Auftria and Covnty of 
into grest Perplexity, took (notwithftancing the 
Succours up by your Mightineffes) the For- 
treflss of Brifse and Lasdau, and lafily, by their Ada 
vantages on the Spierbach, fpread the [error of their 
Arms to the Main and the Mofelle. The Campaiga 
of 1794 was open’d by the Enemy, on the Upper Rhine 
and the Damube, and to redicfs the imminent Danger 
it brought upon the Allies, and prevent the fata! Con- 
fequeuces thac were apprehended fram it, your High 
Mightinefles with Her Majefty the Queen of Great 
Britain, were oblig’d to fend up a very confidesable 
Number of Troops, which had fuch Succefs, thar a 
Stop was put to the ProgrefS of the Enemy ; and by 
the great Battle of Hochiter fought foon after thar at 
Schellenbergh , all that was loft was recover’d, 
Brif-c and bore Kehl only excepted: Buc in the mean 
time the Arms of the Allies had not the fame Succefs 
in other Parrs,pcrticularly in Portugal, and in Piémonr, 
where befides the Reduction of the Dutchy of Savoy, 
feveral Places were forc’d to fubmit to the Enemy, 
tho’ not without putring them to very great Expence 
of Blood, efpeciaily Verue, which coft them a hard 
Siege of above fix Month. Thefe Succeffcs, High 
and Mighty Lords, gave us good Ground to hope 
that the Enemy, who in the Bartle of Hochfter an 
the Siege of Verne had in effe& loft two Armies, 
could not repair that Lofs, at leaft not fo fpeedily, 
as tohinder the Military Operations of the Allies 
the next Year on the Mofelle and the Saar and 
Country adjacent, where France is leaft Fortified b 
Art; but the Event was very different from thofe 
Hopes and Appearances. The Enemy took the Field 
fict again, on the Mofelle, with a formidable Army, 
and Pofted theinfelves in fuch a Manner, that the 
Army which march’d up thither could undertake no 
Enrerprize of Confequence: At the fame time the E- 
nemy apoear'd Superiour on the Maeze, fo that to fe- 
cure the State from Difafter, che Troops were oblig'd 
to come back from the Mofelle ; Succefs 
attended them, that ia a little time after the Enemy's 
Lincs in Brabant were forc’d: In Sp-in, by means of 
the new Succours fent thither, who took Barcelona, 
the Face of Affairs was happily chang’d ; and oa the 
Upper Rhine, the Arms of the Allies broke through 
the Enemy’s Lines about Haguenau, deep into Al- 
face. On che other Hand the. Enemy reduc’d all 
Piemonr, the Capital (which was threatned hard too) 
and two or three other Places only excepted. And 
laftly, to come to the Succeffes of the paft Campaign, 
they have infeveral Parts (by the Goodnefs of Gud) 
been very great and adventagious beyond all Human 
Expe&tion. In Spain, Barcelona was reliev’d, and the 
Enemy fore’d to draw off, with the Lofs of elmoft a 
whole Army, and of a confiderable Train of Artillery 
and al] manner of Storesof Wars; this was attended 
by te fubmiffion of the intire Principality of Carale-. 
nia, and of the Kingdoms of Valencia and Arragon to 
King Charles If], as alfo of fevera] Maritime Places in 
the Mediterranean. Jn the Netherlands, by the Gio- 
ticus Battle of Romilly, and the Afiight and Confu- 
fion into which it put the Enemy, three Spanifh Pro- 
vinces, and feveral great and opulent Cities and Pla- 
e-s in then, were likewife reduc’d to the Obedience 
of King Charles I]; and afterwards fcveral other 
Towns, as Oftend, Menin, Dendermonde, Aeth, were 
with uncommon Vigour and Bravery, taken in much 
lefs ‘Time than the like was ever done before: And” 
in Piemonte, the City of Turin was in a moft wog- 


derful Manner nobly reliev’d, and the Enemy before | 


it routed, and with great Lofs of Men, Artillery, and 


‘Stores of all forts, forc’d to retire out of Italy over 


Yet rho’ fo 
great. fo furprizing, fo memorable Advantages and Vi-

tothe Euemy in all Parts ; and as tioie Advantages 
could not have been obtain’d, fo neither can they be 
purfued, if any Diminution had been, or fhould now 
be made, of the Force hitherto empioy’d againft io 
powerful an Enemy.

Yefterday arriv’d the Holland of Tuef- 
day lait. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Dec. 31. 

Madrid, Dec. 14 Since the Decree which ordains 
thac the Revenues of the Rights that have been a- 
licnated from the Crown fhall be employ'd towards 
the Obarge of the War, another has been publifh’d 
to confifcate thofe enjoy’d by the late Amirante of 
Caftile, the Condes de Oropeta, de Galves, de Ci- 
fuentes, de la Corfana, de las Amayuelas, de Elda, 
and other Rebels, without any Procefs or Formality 
of Juttice, which are difpens’d wich on Account of 
the Notorioufnels of their Crime. As for their o- 
ther Eftates, his Majefty has order’d that they be 
contifcated, but thar the ordinary Forms of the 
Law be obferv'd. The King has conferr’d the Office 
of Governour of Arms of the Province of Guipufcoa 
on the Marquis de Villareal. 

Paris, Dec. 31. A Courier from Madrid that ar- 
riv’d the 2$th at Night, has brought an Account, 
that the 15ch of this Month the Marquis de Bay at- 
tack'd the Town of Alcantara on the Fronrier of 
Portugal, with 800 Fovt and 2co Horfe. The Por- 
tugueze Garrifon was at lraft as numerous : Not- 
withftanding which the Place was carried by Scala- 
do in an Hour’s Time, with the Lofs of only 3 
Men. 300 of the Enemy were kill’d, the reft yield- 
ed at Diicretion, and all the Artillery was found 
in it that was there when it was taken. Don Jofeph 
de Armendariz Major General, M. Spinola Briga- 
dier, Don Carlos de Arizaga Collonel, and Don 
Juan de Alava Licurenant Collonel, diftinguith’d 
themfelves particularly on this Occafion, as did 
alfo all the other Officers and Soldiers. 

Verfailles, Dec. 30. The M, Cronftroom, En- 
voy extraordinary of Sweden, being commiilion’d 
by a credential Lecter from Staniflaus |.
